COUNT 1.
{Unlawful Reentry After Removal)

On or about June 1, 2011, in the State and District of
Minnesota, the defendant,
MAURICIO FRANCO-MARTINEZ,
a/k/a Juan Martinez,
a/k/a Julio Hernandez,
a/k/a Joaquin Perieda,
an alien, who had previously been removed from the United States on
or about March 29, 2001, subsequent to a conviction on or about
August 26, 1999, 1in the 8State of California for an aggravated
felony, namely, Robbery in the Second Degree, did knowingly and
unlawfully reenter and was found in the United States without
having obtained the consent of the Attorney General or his
successor, the Secretary of Homeland Security, to re-apply for
admission to the United States, in vieclation of Title 8, United
